TAX  COLLECTOR’S  REPORT 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


The  Assessors  Office  has  experienced  a  significant  change 
since  our  last  report  was  issued.  The  Board  now  has  three 
part-time  members  with  considerable  less  time  and  experience 
than  the  Board  of  past  years. 

Because  of  this,  and  Fiscal  1983  being  a  year  that  Digh- 
ton  is  required  to  update  its  properties  to  full  and  fair  cash 
values,  the  work-load  has  been  difficult  on  the  office.  The 
Department  of  Revenue  requires  that  each  city  and  town  have 
their  values  certified  before  a  tax  rate  is  set.  Since  the  Board 
did  not  believe  it  could  meet  all  state  requirements  for  certi¬ 
fication,  we  hired  a  professional  appraisal  firm  to  revaluate 
all  commercial,  industrial,  and  personal  property.  We  are 
confident  that  the  work  done  in  this  area,  coupled  with  the 
existing  values  on  the  residential  property,  will  be  sufficient 
for  state  requirements. 

Due  to  the  time  involved  in  the  hiring  process,  workload, 
and  state  review,  the  tax  rate  was  not  set  in  time  for  No¬ 
vember  billings,  thus  estimated  tax  bills  were  sent  out. 

The  Board  would  like  to  thank  the  public  for  their  co¬ 
operation  during  our  breaking  in  process.  As  time  goes  on, 
we  are  learning  more  and  more  to  help  you. 

Also,  we  would  like  to  thank  our  staff  for  their  con¬ 
tinued  support  as  we  become  more  acquainted  in  our  position.

The  Historical  Commission  meets  on  the  fourth  Wednes¬ 
day  evening  of  each  month  when  there  are  matters  to  be 
considered. 

Another  attempt  was  made  to  secure  a  usable  right-of- 
way  to  the  proposed  Atwood — Walker  Historical  Park  on  the 
Taunton  River.  We  have  not  been  successful.  The  problem  is 
lack  of  a  defined  right-of-way  on  abuting  property.  A  right- 
of-way  to  the  Walker  property  is  recorded  in  a  deed  but  not 
defined  by  measurements.  Actual  purchase  must  wait  until 
an  approach  can  be  found  to  the  area. 

The  commission  lost  a  valued  member  through  death  of 
Helen  A.  Brown  who  was  a  member  of  the  commission  since 
its  beginning.  Helen  A.  Brown  will  be  remembered  for  her 
organization  and  direction  of  the  Bicentenial  observances  in 
1976  and  her  interest  in  all  historical  things  pertaining  to 
the  town.

This  is  the  nineteenth  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals.  During  the  year  1982  this  Board  conducted  four¬ 
teen  (14)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning 
By-Law  were  sought  by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of 
Dighton.  Of  these  cases  eleven  (11)  were  granted. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Law  are  issued  by  the  Board 
when  its  members  find  undue  hardships  to  the  petitioner  in 
failing  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  the  granting 
of  a  variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect  the 
public  or  the  abutting  property  owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if 
there  were  not  provided  some  means  of  granting  relief  to 
owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict 
application  of  the  law. 

No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  or  by-law  is 
drawn,  there  are  bound  to  be  cases  in  which  literal  application 
of  the  law  deprives  the  owner  of  all,  or  almost  all,  beneficial 
use  of  his  land.

COUNCIL  ON  AGING  REPORT 


The  Council  on  Aging  is  the  organization  mandated  by 
the  State  to  provide  services  for  the  elderly  in  each  com¬ 
munity.  The  Dighton  Housing  Authority  graciously  offered 
the  use  of  the  Charles  E.  French  Community  Center  which 
is  used  as  a  Multi-Purpose  Service  Center  by  the  Council. 

Tile  Health  Clinic  which  is  conducted  each  month  is  now 
sponsored  in  cooperation  with  the  Taunton  Visiting  Nurse 
Association.  It  has  been  expanded  to  include  health  education, 
blood  pressure,  annual  flu  clinics,  counseling  on  medication, 
diet  and  weight.  Appointments  must  be  made  for  this  valuable 
service.  Call  the  office  (823-0095). 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  Health  Fitness  Program  has 
been  organized  which  meets  each  week  on  Monday  and  Wednes¬ 
day  from  9:15  to  10:15.  The  program  is  under  the  supervision 
of  a  physical  education  instructor  who  understands  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  the  elderly.  The  objectives  of  the  program  are  to 
enhance  the  knowledge  of  the  participants  in  areas  of  cardio¬ 
vascular  fitness,  exercise,  nutrition,  safe  dieting  procedures 
and  stress  management.  Both  men  and  women  have  found 
the  program  helpful  and  enjoyable. 

At  the  Drop-In  Center  seniors  gather  to  play  gards,  work 
on  arts  and  crafts,  or  socialize  with  their  friends  and  neigh¬ 
bors.  Special  programs,  lectures,  slides  and  films  are  also 
scheduled.  The  Hospitality  Committee  has  added  much  to  the 
weekly  m^eetings.  They  serve  home  made  goodies  with  a 
beverage  which  all  enjoy.  Door  prizes  are  provided  which  add 
to  a  pleasant  afternoon. 

The  GATRA  Dial-A-Ride  IVansportation  is  available  for 
medical  appointments,  shopping  and  to  the  Senior  Center. 
Reservations  must  be  made  the  day  before  Dial  823-8828 
(GATRA).  This  replace  the  Friday  shopping  bus. 
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During  the  year  3  day  trips  are  planned  which  includes 
an  educational  program  proceeded  by  a  luncheon,  plus  the 
Annual  Christmas  Party.  Our  volunteers  have  been  most 
helpful  in  assisting  with  these  programs  but  we  gladly  wel¬ 
come  new  people  to  join  us. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  congratulate  our  director, 
Alice  E.  Souza  for  the  many  excellent  programs  that  she 
has  instituted.  Since  it  would  be  impossible  to  list  all  the 
programs  I  will  touch  briefly  on  the  most  recent  ones. 

In  March  she  was  able  to  organize,  through  Blue  Cross 
and  Blue  Shield,  instructions  on  the  Heimlich  Maneuver 
(choke-saver  instructions).  This  program  not  only  instructed 
how  to  save  others  but  how  they  could  save  themselves  should 
they  choke  when  alone. 

Emergency  Medical  I-D  Bracelets  or  necklaces  were  made 
available  to  our  elders  at  a  substantial  savings  through  her 
efforts.  These  I-D’s  will  speak  for  the  unconscious,  hysterical 
or  shock  person  when  they  cannot  speak  for  themselves. 

She  was  instrumental  in  organizing  the  new  hearing 
conservation  program  for  Dighton  residents  in  cooperation 
with  the  Boston  Guild  for  the  Hard  of  Hearing.  Hearing 
screening  tests  were  given  in  the  Guild's  new  mobile  unit 
staffed  by  certified  audiologists.  All  persons  tested  were  im¬ 
mediately  told  whether  they  passed  or  not. 

Currently  she  is  getting  together  a  Storm  Emergency 
List.  This  list  would  be  used  in  the  event  of  a  natural  disaster 
such  as  the  Blizzard  of  '78.  This  list  would  consist  of  persons 
living  alone  or  those  who  live  in  an  isolated  area.

These 
volunteers  spend  several  hours  a  week  working  a  wide  variety 
of  tasks  that  enhance  the  quality  of  life  in  our  community. 
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We  regret  the  resignation  of  Richard  Holbrook  our 
treasurer.  He  has  been  replaced  by  Ella  Spratt.  The  board 
has  received  permission  to  increase  their  membership  to 
nine.  The  selectmen  have  appointed  John  Smith  and  Dr. 
Charles  M.  Souza  to  complete  the  board. 

I  sincerely  wish  to  thank  the  Council  on  Aging  Board 
Members,  The  Town  Officials,  The  Dighton  Housing  Authority, 
the  Volunteers,  The  Organizations,  the  Dighton  Citizens  and 
Alice  Souza  our  Director  for  the  excellent  cooperation  I  have 
received.

In  February,  and  again,  for  two  days,  in  September, 
classes;  first  in  Electricity  and  then  Vehicle  Extrication,  were 
held  at  the  Dighton  Fire  Department  by  the  Massachusetts 
Firefighting  Academy.  Certificates  were  awarded  each  mem¬ 
ber  by  the  Academy. 

Spcial  recognition  to  Firemen  Michael  Godfrey,  Michael 
Rose  and  David  Tiffany  for  completing  the  81  hour  D.O.T. 
Course  of  Study  to  become  EMTA^s.  The  Town  now  has  17 
EMT’s  to  serve  our  needs. 

In  addition.  Full-time  Fireman  Raymond  J.  Costa  has 
completed  and  passed  a  course  in  Advanced  Life  Support. 
This  program  consists  of  100  hours  of  Classroom  instruction, 
50-75  hours  of  In-hospital  instruction  and  50-75  hours  of 
Field  experience.  Special  recognition  is  hereby  given  to 
Fireman  Raymond  J.  Costa  for  all  his  hard  work  and  for 
being  the  first  E.M.T.I.  in  the  Department. 

On  31  December,  1982  former  Fire  Chief  Donald  B. 
Hathaway  passed  away.  He  had  served  this  Town  for  many 
years  as  a  Fireman  and  was  Chief  of  the  Department  from 
1948  to  1958,  during  which  time  he  served  with  distinction. 
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I  again  wish  to  Thank  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Department  for  their  dedication,  without  which  our  Depart¬ 
ment  would  not  exist.

Gentlemen : 

The  caseload  for  1982  has  remained  typically  the  same, 
with  an  average  of  twenty  to  twenty-five  cases  annually. 

In  1982,  80%  of  the  aid  given  by  this  Veteran’s  De¬ 
partment  was  in  the  form  of  Medical  Assistance.  Rising  costs 
relating  to  medical  treatment  and  decreasing  benefits  received 
from  Medicare,  Blue  Cross,  Medex  etc.,  have  left  many 
Veterans  and  their  dependents  that  are  receiving  fixed  incomes 
in  need  of  supplemental  medical  assistance.  Those  Veterans 
that  qualify  for  Medical  Assistance  under  the  Veteran’s 
Benefits  are  relieved  of  the  financial  burden  of  excessive 
medical  expenses.

TOWN  OF  DIGHTON 

During  1982  the  Town  of  Dighton  continued  its  member¬ 
ship  for  the  thirteenth  year  in  the  Southeastern  Regional 
Planning  and  Economic  Development  District.  SRPEDD  is  a 
planning  and  economic  development  agency  formed  under  state 
law  to  serve  twenty-eight  communities  in  southeastern  Massa.- 
chusetts  by  providing  a  cooperative  approach  to  regional 
issues. 

The  District  is  governed  by  a  Commission  consisting  of 
a  chief  elected  official  or  designee  and  a  planning  board 
representative  from  each  participating  municipality  and  six 
low-income  and  minority  representatives.  Dighton's  Commis¬ 
sion  representatives  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Plan¬ 
ning  Board,  respectively,  are  Allan  L.  Cambpell,  who  serves 
as  Secretary  to  the  Commission,  on  the  Executive  Committee 
and  the  Joint  Transportation  Planning  Group,  and  Manuel 
Ferreira. 

In  addition  to  regional  planning  and  economic  develop¬ 
ment,  SRPEDD  assists  member  cities  and  towns.  Through 
the  free  municipal  assistance  program,  each  community  re¬ 
ceives  time  for  local  projects  and  assistance  in  preparing 
applications  for  federal  and  state  funds. 

The  agency’s  purpose  is  to  plan  for  regional  land  use, 
economic  development,  housing,  transit,  transportation,  solid 
waste,  energy  resources  and  conservation,  and  air  and  water 
quality.  Local  participation  inthese  regional  plans  enables 
communities  to  be  eligible  for  federal  and  state  dollars. 

Services  to  Dighton  this  past  year  included: 

•  Preparing  a  hazardous  waste  analysis; 

•  Developing  an  operations  plan  for  the  Dighton  landfill 

expansion;  and 

®  Providing  information  on  a  water  supply  protection  over¬ 
lay  district. 

Regional  plans  and  other  activities  conducted  this  year 
benefitting  all  communities  include: 

•  The  Overall  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP) 
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which  makes  member  communities  eligible  for  U.S.  Eco¬ 
nomic  Development  Administration  funding  and  a  10  per¬ 
cent  bonus  for  public  facility  projects. 

•  The  Transportation  Improvements  Program  (TIP)  which 
lists  major  projects  in  each  community  for  federal  and 
state  funding.  A  project  must  be  included  on  the  TIP 
in  order  to  be  eligible  for  these  funds. 

•  A  Housing  Conversion  and  Rehabilitation  Program  funded 
with  bonus  money  provided  to  SRPEDD  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.  The 
program  will  provide  grants  to  establish  approximately 
25  new  housing  units  in  existing  structures  throughout 
the  region. 

•  Marketing  Southeastern  Massachusetts — SRPEDD  was 
actively  involved  in  the  Golden  Connection  effort  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  to  attract  high  technology  industries  to  the  region ; 
sponsored  a  conference  for  over  100  local  officials  at 
Southeastern  Massachusetts  University  on  marketing  the 
region ;  and  prepared  a  special  edition  of  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  Fact  Book  which  provides  all  the  data 
necessary  for  development  decisions. 

•  Certification  by  the  U.S.  Small  Business  Administration 
of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED) 
Corporation,  established  by  SRPEDD.  SEED  will  provide 
low-interest,  long-term  financing  to  small  business  in 
southeastern  Massachusetts  through  SBA's  ‘‘503'^  Pro¬ 
gram. 

•  SRPEDD  also  conducts  ^‘A-95^’  and  environmental  assess¬ 
ment  reviews  of  state  and  federally  funded  projects;  re¬ 
views  of  industrial  revenue  bonds;  and  reviews  of  all 
local  zoning  amendments.  The  reviews  are  advisory  and 
are  oriented  toward  making  proposals  more  cost-effective 
and  feasible. 

SRPEDD  represents  the  collective  will  of  its  member 
communities.  As  the  responsibilities  and  problems  of  munici¬ 
palities  become  increasingly  complex,  the  District  can  provide 
technical  assistance  to  local  boards,  encourage  cooperation 
among  communities,  and  provide  a  comprehensive  approach 
to  issues  that  cross  local  boundaries.

To  the  Town  Moderator,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 

the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

The  Town  Moderator  appointed  the  Finance  Committee 
for  1982-1983  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting.  New  members 
are  Paul  DeMoura,  Jeffrey  Reid  and  Edward  Silvia.  The 
committee  thanks  John  Furrh,  William  Rasmussen  and  Ar- 
mand  Gagne,  Chairman,  for  their  services  to  the  Town  while 
on  the  Finance  Committee. 

All  money  articles  on  the  warrants  of  the  Annual  and 
Special  Town  Meeting  were  reviewed  and  recommendations 
were  given.  $9,506.26  was  transferred  from  the  $15,000.  in 
the  Reserve  Account  for  emergency  and  unforeseen  expenses 
in  F.Y.  1982. 

The  Town  complied  with  Prop.  2^2  in  F.Y.  1982.  One  of 
the  intentions  of  Prop.  2V2  is  to  ease  the  tax  burden  of  the 
property  owners  by  not  relying  as  much  on  the  property  tax 
for  support  of  the  local  government.  The  burden  instead 
would  be  placed  on  other  monetary  resources  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth.  Dighton  has  reduced  its  property  tax  levy,  as 
required  by  law^  but  the  Commonwealth  has  not  made  up  the 
difference  to  fund  the  services  formerly  supplied  by  the  Town. 
Therefore,  cuts  have  been  necessary  to  balance  the  need  for 
services  and  the  limited  funds.  We  would  like  to  thank  the 
Town  officials  for  their  cooperation  in  accomplishing  this  task 
and  the  special  efforts  of  Mrs.  Dupont  and  Mrs.  Hapkins. 

The  Finance  Committee  welcomes  citizen  attendance  and 
participation  at  the  meetings.

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BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 
ANNUAL  REPORT  —  DIGHTON,  MASS. 

December  31,  1982 

On  June  30,  1983  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control 
Project  will  complete  twenty-four  years  of  service  to  the 
cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

Mosquito  control  in  Bristol  County  is  a  year-round  effort 
encompassing  many  individual  control  measures:  winter  pre¬ 
hatch;  spring  and  summer  larvicide;  catch  basin  treatment; 
light-trapping  to  monitor  mosquito  population ;  adult  spraying 
and  water  management.  We  are  continually  working  to 
improve  all  methods  of  control  in  our  fight  against  mosquitos, 
using  the  latest  equipment  and  techniques  in  order  to  serve 
the  public  in  the  best  manner  possible. 

It  is  also  the  policy  of  the  Britol  Csounty  Mosquito  Control 
Project  to  use  pesticides  that  are  environmentally  safe  so  that 
the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not  jeopardized. 
All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order 
to  insure  that  dosage  rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  adequate 
to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators  of  our  spray 
equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are 
required  to  attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety,  yearly,  in  order 
to  keep  their  certification. 

In  sensitive  areas  such  as  where  bees  are  kept,  no  spray¬ 
ing  will  take  place  provided  we  are  made  aware  of  these 
areas.  All  spray  trucks  have  a  list  of  beekeepers  which  is 
continually  updated  but  with  more  people  keeping  bees  each 
year,  it  would  be  helpful  if  those  people  would  notify  our 
office. 

Should  a  person  have  a  sensitivity  to  pesticides  and  not 
want  their  property  sprayed,  they  should  contact  our  office 
and  we  shall  honor  that  request. 

In  1982,  Bristol  County  was  once  again  free  of  any  human 
cases  of  encephalitis.  Although  there  were  no  human  cases, 
high  levels  of  the  virus  were  found  to  exist  in  the  Culiseta 
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Melanura  mosquitos.  Because  of  the  high  level  of  virus  that 
was  present  in  these  mosquitos  this  year, we  intend  to  increase 
our  light-trapping  program  for  1983.  By  combining  our  efforts 
with  those  of  the  encephalitis  serveillance  lab  in  Lakeville 
we  will  be  able  to  keep  abreast  of  any  impending  build-up  in 
the  virus,  should  it  occur. 

During  early  spring  a  total  of  32  acres  of  known  mosquito¬ 
breeding  swamp  and  woodland  pools  were  treated  in  order  to 
reduce  breeding.  Only  areas  that  contain  water  that  does  not 
run  off  and  are  known  breeding  sites  are  treated. 

The  spring  brood  of  mosquitos  emerged  around  the  end 
of  April  and  our  spray  program  got  underway  the  first  part  of 
May.  Once  a  significant  number  of  mosquitos  were  on  the 
wing,  our  ultra  low  volume  foggers  began  to  spray  areas  of 
high  infestation.  This  was  done  continually  throughout  the 
season.  During  the  summer  all  recreational  areas  and  camps 
were  sprayed  on  a  weekly  basis  as  well  as  all  other  areas  of 
the  town  where  mosquitos  were  a  problem.  We  also  treated 
44  breeding  catch  basins  during  this  time.  Due  to  the  warm 
weather  extending  into  October  this  year,  our  spraying  con¬ 
tinued  until  the  end  of  September. 

With  the  end  of  the  spraying  season  our  work  turned  to 
water  management  projects.  At  this  time  crews  cut  brush 
and  clean  debris  from  existing  ditches  and  streams  in  order 
to  insure  a  better  flow  of  water  from  normally  wet  areas.  A 
total  of  700  feet  of  brush  was  cut  from  ditches  and  200  feet 
of  existing  drainage  ditch  cleaned  of  debris.  Our  crawler 
tractor  also  dug  700  feet  of  drainage  ditch. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of 
Dighton  for  their  continued  support  and  cooperation  and  look 
forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should  anyone 
have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito 
problem  in  their  area,  whether  it  is  water  management  work, 
treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an  area  checked, 
please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of 
the  various  funds  of  the  town  of  Dighton,  and  the  combining 
statements  of  changes  in  fund  balances  as  of  and  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1981,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our 
examination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted 
auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we 
considered  necesssary  in  the  circumstances. 

Our  examination  did  not  include  the  Wastewater  Collec¬ 
tion  and  Treatment  Facility  (E.P.A.  Grant  #0250-480)  which 
is  audited  under  the  provisions  of  the  grant.  However,  the 
accounts  are  presented  in  the  accompanying  financial  state¬ 
ments. 

The  town  follows  accounting  practices  prescribed  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  which  vary  in  certain  re¬ 
spects  from  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The 
most  significant  difference  relates  to  the  use  of  the  cash  basis 
method  for  recording  pension  expenses  for  employees.  Gener- 

i 

ally  accepted  accounting  principles  require  that  pension  costs 
be  determined  by  actuarial  methods  instead  of  the  cash  ‘‘pay- 
as-you-go’'  basis  described  in  Note  6  to  the  accompanying 
financial  statements. 

Consistent  with  the  practices  of  many  municipalities  in 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  town  has  not  main¬ 
tained  historical  cost  records  of  its  property,  plant,  and  equip¬ 
ment.  Accordingly,  the  combined  financial  statements  re¬ 
ferred  to  above,  do  not  include  a  statement  of  fixed  assets 
which  should  be  presented  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  of  not  providing  for 
pension  costs  on  an  actuarial  basis,  and  except  that  the  omis¬ 
sion  of  financial  statements  of  the  town’s  fixed  assets  results 
in  an  incomplete  presentation  as  explained  above,  the  com¬ 
bined  financial  statements  referred  to  above,  present  fairly  the 
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financial  position  of  the  town  of  Dighton,  Massachusetts  at 
June  30,  1981  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  changes 
in  financial  position  of  its  unexpendable  trust  funds  for  the 
year  then  ended  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  account¬ 
ing  principles  applied  on  a  basis  substantially  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year  as  described  in  Note  2.  to  the  ac¬ 
companying  financial  statements. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an 
opinion  on  the  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The 
accompanying  financial  information  listed  as  schedules  in  the 
table  of  contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analy¬ 
sis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  financial  statements  of  the 
town  of  Dighton,  Massachusetts.  The  information  has  been 
subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  the  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  stated 
fairly  in  all  material  aspects  in  relation  to  the  financial  state¬ 
ments  taken  as  a  whole. 

In  connection  with  our  examination,  we  performed  tests 
of  compliance  with  the  Revenue  Sharing  and  Anti-Recession 
Fiscal  Assistance  Acts  and  regulations  as  required  by  Section 
ILC.3  and  III.C.3  of  the  Audit  Guide  and  Standards  for  Reve¬ 
nue  Sharing  and  Anti-Recession  Fiscal  Assistance  Fund  Re¬ 
cipients  (Guide)  issued  by  the  Office  of  Revenue  Sharing,  U.  S. 
Department  of  the  Treasury  and  compared  the  data  on  Bureau 
of  Census  Form  RS-8  to  records  of  the  town  of  Dighton  as 
required  by  Section  II.C  of  the  ‘‘Guide.’’ 

Based  on  these  procedures,  we  noted  no  instances  of  non- 
compliance  with  the  regulations  and  no  differences  between 
Census  data  on  Form  RS-8  and  the  unaudited  records  of  the 
town  of  Dighton.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

The  year  has  been  an  active  one  for  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men.  The  daily  demands  of  the  office  continue  to  increase  each 
year.  Among  the  major  activities  of  the  past  year  have  been 
the  following: 

1982  saw  the  second  cycle  of  budget  preparation  under 
Proposition  21/2  by  Boards,  Committees,  and  Dept,  heads.  The 
town  departments  were  again  able  to  maintain  services  de¬ 
spite  budgeting  restrictions  and  inflationary  increases  in  pur¬ 
chased  materials  and  equipment.  The  Selectmen  feel,  however, 
that  demands  for  town  services  will  necessitate  growth  of 
some  departments  in  the  near  future.  The  importance  of  con¬ 
tinued  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  and  State  Local  Aid  funds  in 
present  or  increased  amounts  becomes  more  evident  each  year 
as  demands  for  town  services  have  increased  while  the  town’s 
property  tax  base  had  remained  relatively  stable. 

Regional  bidding  and  cooperative  purchasing  was  begun 
with  area  towns  during  the  year.  It  is  anticipated  that  pur¬ 
chasing  town  equipment  and  materials  as  a  group  will  result 
in  significant  savings  in  the  future.  Items  advertised  for 
bidding  this  year  included  tires  and  road  salt. 

Road  drainage  problems  are  annually  presented  to  the 
Board.  This  year,  with  the  assistance  of  some  available  state 
funding  and  the  efforts  of  the  Highway  Dept.,  the  town  was 
able  to  alleviate  a  major  drainage  problem  on  Maple  St. 

In  response  to  interest  in  the  community  the  Selectmen 
have  initiated  the  Cable  Television  licensing  process  for  the 
town.  In  response  to  concern  from  the  community,  the  Board 
received  town  meeting  approval  limiting  the  number  of  Class 
II  (used  car)  licenses  to  ten  within  the  town.  In  response  to 
concern  from  the  neighborhood,  regarding  its  potential  as  a 
health  and  safety  hazard,  the  freight  depot  on  Main  St.  was 
demolished  and  removed  from  the  site. 
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Efforts  have  continued  in  conjunction  with  Berkley  offi¬ 
cials  to  replace  the  Dighton  Berkley  Bridge.  Federal  and 
state  funding  will  be  required  for  this  undertaking  and  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  obtain  this  funding.  Once  approved, 
time  to  completion  is  estimated  at  five  years.  Our  hope  is  that 
the  bridge  will  continue  to  service  the  town  for  that  length  of 
time. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  recognize  Harold 
Mendoza  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  who  retired  this  year  after 
decades  of  devoted  service  to  the  town.  We  wish  him  well  in 
his  retirement. 

Our  thanks  to  Senator  John  Parker  and  Representative 
Joan  Menard  and  the  staff  for  their  continued  efforts  on  behalf 
of  the  town^s  interests  during  the  year.  Their  receptivity  to 
the  town^s  needs  is  appreciated. 

Additionally,  our  thanks  to  everyone  who  has  assisted 
this  board  in  carrying  out  its  duties  this  year.  The  efforts  of 
the  Boards,  Committees,  Commissions,  Department  Heads,  and 
town  employees  have  always  been  in  the  best  interest  and  to 
the  benefit  of  the  town.  Invaluable  assistance  continues  to  be 
provided  by  Attorneys  Peter  and  David  Gay.  Our  personal 
thanks  to  Mrs.  Eleanor  Dupont,  Secretary  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.

All  dogs  over  the  age  of  (3)  months,  large  or  small,  are 
required  by  law  to  be  licensed  every  year  (due  April  1st) 
whether  penned,  housed,  or  running  loose,  and  receive  Rabies 
shots  every  (3)  years  and  wear  both  tags  attached  to  a  collar 
or  harness.  Dog  licenses  are  available  at  the  Town  Hall  on  or 
before  April  1st.  All  unlicensed  dogs  will  be  picked  up  at  the 
owners  expense.  There  are  still  a  number  of  unlicensed  dogs 
in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  Court  action  could  result  for  dog 
owners  who  fail  to  license  their  dogs.  After  May  1st  owners 
of  all  unlicensed  dogs  will  be  contacted  to  license  them  or  face 
court  action. 
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All  complaints  involving  dogs  were  acted  on.  All  owners 
of  dogs  that  had  bitten  people  were  notified  to  restrain  their 
dogs  for  (14)  days.  All  stray  dogs  were  either  returned  to 
their  owners  or  held  for  (10)  days,  then  were  either  sold  or 
disposed  of.  Many  complaints  have  been  received  of  dogs  in 
rubbish,  chasing  cars,  chasing  people  riding  bicycles,  mopeds, 
or  motorcycles  and  walking  on  the  streets,  barking  at  night 
keeping  people  awake,  and  using  neighbor’s  yards  for  “com¬ 
fort  stations”.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  dog  owners  to  clean  up 
after  their  dogs  on  rubbish  pick  up  days.  All  dog  owners  are 
liable  for  any  damage  their  dogs  have  done  to  property,  live¬ 
stock,  or  fowl.  Also,  drivers  of  vehicles  that  have  killed  or 
injured  dogs  or  cats  must  make  themselves  known  to  the 
animal’s  owner,  dog  officer  and/or  police.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will 
be  limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  six  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  September  1. 
Kindergarten  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be 
limited  to  those  children  who  are  at  least  five  years  of  age 
or  who  will  become  five  years  of  age  on  or  before  September  1. 

Birth  Certificates 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  birth  certificate. 

Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  doctor's  certificate  of  immunization  against  diph¬ 
theria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles  and  polio  or  a  state¬ 
ment  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable.  Chil¬ 
dren  entering  school  for  the  first  time  are  required  to  have 
a  physical  examination  also. 


NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 

Elementary,  Jr.  High  School  and  Kindergarten 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  our  schools,  the 
notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Stations  WPEP,  Taunton. 
WSAR  and  WALE,  Fall  River;  WPRO,  WJAR,  WHIM,  WHJJ, 
WHJY,  WSNE  and  WEAN,  Providence;  and  WARA,  Attleboro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing,  this  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  the  elementary 
school. 
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TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  trans¬ 
ported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From 
time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some 
of  those  living  less  than  the  required  distance  when  our  buses 
are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a  greater  distance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

This  report  covers  the  events  and  activities  which  oc¬ 
curred  during  calendar  year  1982. 

Financial  constraints  imposed  by  proposition  2^/2  continue 
as  the  major  problem  facing  your  school  system.  The  money 
appropriated  to  run  the  school  system  is  not  adequate  to 
provide  the  programs  to  which  students  and  parents  were 
accustomed.  The  end  result  is  our  most  valuable  resource,  our 
school-age  youngsters  are  being  deprived  of  programs  and 
services  that  were  considered  an  essential  part  of  ones  edu¬ 
cation  prior  to  the  budget  limiting  legislation.  As  this  report 
is  written,  late  December,  1982,  the  preliminary  budget  for 
1983-84  is  in  the  hands  of  the  school  committee.  Unless  the 
school  system  budget  receives  a  larger  share  of  the  revenue 
the  town  meeting  appropriates,  the  school  committee  will  be 
forced  to  make  additional  cuts  in  programs  which  will  have  a 
more  negative  affect  than  previous  years.  The  responsibility 
for  appropriating  funds  for  public  school  education  is,  in  my 
opinion,  the  primary  responsibility  of  all  the  citizens  of  the 
community.  When  that  responsibility  is  recognized  and  met, 
the  programs  provided  in  your  schools  will  meet  the  needs 
of  your  children. 

Those  who  have  been  knowledgable  about  your  schools  over 
the  years  have  acknowledged  that  our  teachers  have  provided 
above  average  service.  The  above  average  performance  is 
manifested  in  the  way  they  care  about  the  youngsters  under 
their  supervision.  They  continue  to  provide  that  kind  of  ser¬ 
vice  during  these  very  trying  times  for  the  same  reasons. 
They  care  about  your  children!  The  intense  desire  to  con¬ 
tinue  that  high  level  of  performance  has  been  nurtured  by 
positive  attitude  and  high  morale.  The  end  result  is  obstacles 
are  being  overcome.  However,  duplication  of  programs  and 
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S6rvices  which  hav©  b©Gn  reduced  or  eliminated  is  impossible. 

We  continue  to  focus  our  efforts  through  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  annual  Mission  and  Goals. 

1982-83 

Mission 

In  our  effort  to  maintain  the  high  standards  of  excel¬ 
lence  that  have  been  synonomous  with  our  school  system, 
it  is  essential  that  we  explore  methods  of  securing  increased 
public  support. 

System  Goal 

To  actively  participate  in  the  Union  #37  regionalization 
study. 

System  Goal  #2 

To  study  the  reports  and  recommendations  of  the  central 
office  study  committee  and  develop  procedures  to  implement 
the  Union  #37  Committee’s  decisions  at  the  local  level. 

System  Goal  #3 

To  continue  development  of  a  true  spirit  of  cooperation 
and  mutual  respect  within  both  our  school  and  community. 

This  year’s  mission  and  goals  continue  the  development 
of  a  true  spirit  of  cooperation  and  mutual  respect  in  our 
schools  and  community.  Success  with  this  goal  will  restore 
public  confidence  in  our  schools.  The  best  indication  of  that 
confidence  is  the  financial  support  provided  by  the  citizens 
of  a  community. 

As  this  report  is  written,  the  Regionalization  Committee, 
under  the  joint  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Richard  Mello  of  Rehoboth 
and  Dr.  Wallace  Wood  of  Dighton,  is  well  on  its  way  in 
meeting  the  charge  of  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  District 
School  Committee  to  bring  in  a  final  report  by  1983. 

The  preliminary  recommendation  of  the  Cntral  Office 
Study  Committee  presented  to  the  combined  Union/D-R 
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Committees  in  November,  1982,  by  Mr.  Russell  Latham, 
chairman  of  the  committee,  indicated  that  the  administrative 
tasks  would  be  shared  by  the  current  administrative  team, 
reassignment  of  some  central  office  responsibilities,  and  the 
creation  of  combined  teaching/coordihator  positions.  The 
preliminary  report  was  favorably  received  by  the  combined 
Union  #37/D-R  Committees.  The  final  report  and  recom¬ 
mendations  are  due  in  February,  1983. 


Organization 

The  reduction  from  the  standard  five  central  office  ad¬ 
ministrators  to  three  resulted  in  a  reorganization  plan  which 
distributed  the  responsibility  for  K-12  curriculum  coordinator 
to  the  administrative  team.  Other  central  office  responsibilities 
are  shared  by  the  two  other  administrators,  Mr  .James  P. 
Horton  and  Mr.  Russell  Latham,  and  by  Office  Manager,  Mrs. 
Nancy  Goulart.  The  effectiveness  of  the  reorganization  plan 
is  the  direct  result  of  the  cooperation  and  effort  of  everyone 
involved. 


Curriculum 

Today’s  students  are  being  prepared  to  take  their  places 
in  an  era  which  is  technology  oriented;  the  information  age. 
The  foundation  for  the  information  age  is  the  computer.  The 
computer  became  a  reality  for  our  students  with  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  microcomputer.  Grant  money  (federal  funds)  was 
used  to  augment  the  hardware  at  D-R  and  to  purchase  the 
initial  hardware  for  grades  K-8.  Computer  literacy  is  a  re¬ 
quirement  for  our  pupils.  The  degree  of  that  literacy  will 
increase  each  year.  School  committee  members,  citizens,  and 
parents  are  eager  to  see  a  program  established  to  meet  those 
needs.  There  is  a  great  deal  of  interest  and  enthusiasm. 
Federal  funds  will  need  to  be  augmented  by  local  appropria¬ 
tions  to  meet  our  needs.  The  achievement  of  this  goal  will  be 
difficult  unde  crurrent  financial  constraints.  New  sources  of 
revenue  to  support  our  schools  is  urgently  needed. 
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I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  Mr.  Philip  Dyer, 
Principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School,  Mr.  Leo  Wont- 
kowski,  Principal  of  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School,  and  Mr. 
Marshall  Sawyer,  Principal  of  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional 
High  School,  which  follow: 


REPORT  OF  PHILIP  C.  DYER,  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as 
supervising  principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment 

Our  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1982,  at  the  kindergarten 
to  fifth  grade  level  was  408.  The  kindergarten  enrollment 
was  58;  first  grade  enrollment  was  61;  second  grade  enroll¬ 
ment  was  75;  third  grade  enrollment  was  55;  fourth  grade 
enrollment  was  79;  and  fifth  grade  enrollment  was  80. 

Facilities 

The  facilities  of  the  elementary  school  are  well  main¬ 
tained  by  a  superior  custodial  staff.  This  is  the  second  year 
that  the  kindergarten  is  included  within  the  elementary  school 
plant  and  staff  and  parent  reaction  is  very  favorable. 

Over  the  past  several  years  the  entire  staff  has  made  a 
concerted  effort  to  institute  the  3  E's  of  Energy,  Economy 
and  Efficiency.  The  school  has  decreased  its  usage  of  oil  by 
43%  and  electricity  by  18%.  At  the  end  of  the  last  year,  we 
were  able  to  add  six  inches  of  insulation  and  suspended 
ceilings  to  assist  us  in  our  energy  conservation  efforts. 

Curriculum  and  School  Programs 

During  this  year  we  are  involved  in  the  fourth  phase 
of  the  Basic  Skills  Program. 

In  our  Basic  Skills  Program,  skills  lists  and  assessment 
instruments  have  been  established  for  listening  at  the  desig- 
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nated  third  grade  level  during  the  1981-82  school  year.  During 
the  1980-81  school  year,  we  began  administering  tests  in 
reading,  mathematics,  and  writing  to  all  third  graders  to 
establish  whether  they  have  developed  the  basic  skills  desig¬ 
nated  for  their  grade  level.  The  results  for  the  basic  skills 
testing  indicate  almost  all  students  have  mastered  basic  skills. 
Even  the  two  or  three  students  who  did  not  achieve  standards 
were  able  to  perform  at  required  levels  within  months  of 
regular  instructional  programs. 

Basic  Skills  results  throughout  the  school  system  at  third, 
sixth,  and  ninth  grades  indicated  that  most  of  our  Dighton 
students  have  mastered  the  required  basic  skills  in  the  critical 
areas  of  Reading,  Mathematics,  Writing  and  now  Listening. 

Our  achievement  testing  at  the  elementary  school  indi¬ 
cates  performance  above  the  national  average  in  all  tested 
areas.  Further,  College  SAT  results  from  Dighton-Rehoboth 
Regional  High  School  indicate  scores  consistently  at  or  above 
the  state  and  national  averages.  Further,  they  indicate  none 
of  the  recently  publicized  national  decline. 

We  are  proud  of  performance  in  both  music  skills  and 
overall  academic  achievement.  The  entire  staff  is  committed 
to  sustaining  and  where  possible,  improving  currently  high 
standards. 

During  this  year  the  school  has  sponsored  a  number  of 
community  outreach  activities  for  grandparents  and  senior 
citizens.  The  results  have  been  gratifying  in  having  many 
grandparents  comment  positively  on  the  order  and  discipline 
in  the  school.  Teacher  and  parent  cooperation  is  the  vital 
ingredient  in  sustaining  this  high  level  discipline  so  necessary 
to  a  successful  school. 

The  efforts  of  the  Parent  Advsory  Council  in  fund  raising 
to  support  school  activities  has  been  exemplary.  In  particular, 
the  arrangements  for  ‘‘Santa’s  Secret  Workshop”  to  provide 
gift  selection  opportunities  for  children  were  outstanding.  The 
staff  of  the  elementary  school  appreciates  the  efforts  of  the 
Parent  Advisory  Council,  the  Room  Parents,  and  all  parents 
who  volunteer  to  help  the  children. 
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Instructional  Staff 

With  Mrs.  Emerson,  Mrs.  DiDomenico  and  Mrs.  Lopresti 
on  leave  of  absence  and  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Stares,  Mrs. 
Wilma  Schultz  was  hired  as  a  kindergarten  permanent  sub¬ 
stitute  ;  Mrs.  Patten  was  transferred  to  fourth  grade  and  Mrs. 
Anderson,  who  covered  for  Mrs.  DiDomenico  at  the  end  of 
last  year,  returned  as  a  permanent  substitute.  Mr.  Terrence 
Fitzgerald  replaced  Miss  Mclntire  as  the  part-time  psycholo¬ 
gist. 

Often  I  have  commented  on  the  fine  staff  we  have  at 
the  Dighton  Elementary  School.  Many  times  I  have  heard 
from  people  who  substitute  in  other  schools,  how  much  they 
like  to  work  at  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Having  worked  with  this  for  nine  years  now,  I  am  very 
appreciative  of  how  much  energy  and  effort  is  devoted  to 
providing  the  high  quality  education  and  discipline  for  the 
children  of  Dighton. 


Support  Staff 

I  would  like  to  congratulate  Mrs.  Agnes  DelSignore  whose 
managerial  leadership  has  improved  the  quality  of  meals  while 
maintaining  one  of  the  lowest  priced  lunches  in  the  area. 

The  office  staff  has  assumed  a  greater  role  each  year  in 
supporting  the  instructional  staff  and  in  preparing  communi¬ 
cations  with  the  parents.  The  efforts  of  Mrs.  Mary  M.  Perry 
and  the  office  clerks  have  been  superlative  again. 

The  custodial  staff,  headed  by  Mr.  Edmond  Richard,  is 
second  to  none. 


Conclusion 

I  have  been  happy  to  serve  another  year  as  principal  of 
Dighton  Elementary  School.  In  many  important  aspects  the 
elementary  school  continues  to  improve.  This  is  true  only 
because  of  the  efforts  of  the  entire  staff  whose  dedication 
must  be  noted. 
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I  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Harrington  and  his  staff,  the  Dighton 
School  Committee,  the  students,  parents,  and  community  for 
their  encouragement,  assistance  and  support.

REPORT  OF  LEO  T.  WONTKOWSKI,  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  sixteenth  annual  report 
as  principal  of  the  Dighton  Junior  High  School. 


Enrollment 

Our  enrollment  as  of  October  1,  1982,  was  278  students. 
This  is  twelve  less  students  than  last  year. 


Personnel 

Mrs.  Sherry  Tibbetts,  a  former  member  of  the  Dighton 
Elementary  School  staff,  joined  our  faculty  this  year  as  the 
grade  six  social  studies  teacher.  She  replaced  Mrs.  Caryn 
Sanson  who  resigned  in  order  to  devote  full  time  to  her 
domestic  duties. 

Our  general  music  teacher  and  choral  director  for  the 
past  three  years,  Mrs.  Beverly  Pacheco,  is  on  a  year's  leave 
of  absence.  Her  position  is  being  temporarily  filled  by  Mr. 
Ronald  Dumais. 

Mr.  Dumais  is  a  cum  laude  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Massachusetts  where  he  received  a  degree  in  music  edu¬ 
cation. 
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Educational  Programs 

Again  this  year,  as  mandated  by  state  law,  students  in 
specified  grades  have  to  take  the  Basic  Skills  Tests  in  reading, 
writing,  and  mathematics.  The  1981-82  report  for  Dighton 
Junior  High  School  follows: 

Reading 

Grade  six  students  took  the  Stanford  Diagnostic  Reading 
Test.  In  order  to  pass  the  minimum  standards,  a  student  had 
to  achieve  correct  scores  on  142  or  more  of  214  items.  Seventy- 
seven  students,  or  94%,  passed.  Five  students,  or  6%,  failed 
to  meet  minimum  standars.  Four  students  were  exempted. 

Mathematics 

Grade  six  students  took  the  Stanford  Diagnostic  Math 
Test.  In  order  to  pass  the  minimum  standards,  a  student  had 
to  achieve  correct  scores  on  70  or  more  of  117  items.  Seventy- 
three  students,  or  91%,  passed.  Seven  students,  or  9%,  failed 
to  meet  minimum  standards.  Six  students  were  exempted. 

Writing 

Grade  six  students  took  a  sample  writing  test  which  con¬ 
sisted  of  a  friendly  letter.  Grading  was  done  holistically.  In 
this  case,  each  writing  sample  is  scored  on  a  four  point  scale 
with  four  as  the  highest  score.  Two  different  readers  must 
assess  the  work.  In  order  to  pass,  a  student  must  have  a 
minimum  average  score  of  two  out  of  four  on  two  separate 
readings.  Eighty,  or  95  % ,  passed  the  writing  exam.  Four,  or 
5%,  did  not  meet  minimum  standards.  Four  were  exempted. 

As  mandated  by  state  law,  beginning  with  the  1982-83 
school  year.  Listening  Skills  Tests  were  administered  in  Octo¬ 
ber.  These  results  will  be  reported  in  next  year’s  annual 
report  . 

We  were  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  tests  administered 
as  we  were  with  the  performanc  of  our  graduates  on  their 
Basic  Skills  Tests  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 
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This  has  enabled  us  to  make  make  maximum  use  of  the  availa¬ 
ble  space,  which  is  still  at  a  premium,  since  our  present  enu- 
rollment  decline  is  just  6%  of  the  average  over  the  past 
decade. 

Conclusion 

I  believe  that  the  Dighton  Junior  High  has  the  best  learn¬ 
ing  atmosphere  of  any  junior  high  in  the  area.  This  is  true 
in  spite  of  the  facilities  whch  we  occupy.  The  compensaton 
for  the  latter  has  come  from  people:  teachers,  support  staff, 
parents,  students,  area  business  firms,  our  school  committee, 
and  the  superintendent.  I  would  like  to  thank  all  of  the  above 
for  making  this  possible.

REPORT  OF  MARSHALL  SAWYER,  PRINCIPAL 
DIGHTON-REHOBOTH  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  annual  report  as  principal 
of  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School. 

Enrollment 

The  official  enollment  o  fthe  high  school  as  of  October  1, 
1982,  was  1,012  of  which  400  were  from  Dighton,  610  from 
Rehoboth,  and  2  were  tuition  students.  This  enrollment  figure 
is  27  less  than  that  reported  last  year.  Our  projected  enroll¬ 
ment  for  1983  is  1,011. 

Class  of  1982 

This  class  had  259  members  eligible  for  a  diploma.  Two 
hundred  fifty-seven  (257)  received  diplomas — 108  from  Digh- 
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ton  and  149  from  Rehoboth.  Going  on  to  higher  schools  of 
learining  were  137  students  (53%),  to  work  98  students 
(38%)),  into  the  service  13  students  (57o),  with  9  students 
undecided  (4%). 

NEASC  Evaluation 

The  sixteen  months  of  self-evaluation  in  preparation  for 
the  visitation  of  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  were  culminated  with  the  official  evaluation  of 
Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  by  the  thirteen  per¬ 
son  visiting  committee  from  October  24  through  October  27. 
Each  of  eleven  different  Standards  of  Membership  were  evalu¬ 
ated  as  well  as  all  curriculum  areas.  The  final  report  of  the 
visiting  committee  with  its  commendations  and  recommenda¬ 
tions  has  been  received  and  will  be  made  public  shortly.  As  a 
school,  we  are  required  to  respond  to  the  specific  recommenda¬ 
tions.  In  addition,  NEASC  requires  both  a  two  year  and  a 
five  year  progress  report. 

Personnel 

After  many  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  youth  of 
Dighton  and  Dighton-Rehoboth,  Mr.  Walter  Scanlon  retired 
from  teaching.  Mr.  Scanlon,  during  his  years  in  the  system, 
was  not  only  a  teacher  of  mathematics  but  served  as  athletic 
director  and  football  coach. 

Mr.  Robert  Thayer,  a  biology  teacher  formerly  at  Attle¬ 
boro  High  School,  was  hired  to  replace  Mr.  Arthur  Thibert 
who  left  to  accept  a  similar  position  in  Maine. 

Mis  Jane  DeCristofaro  replaced  Mrs.  Patricia  Cameron  as 
an  instructor  in  our  Home  Home  Development  and  Occupa¬ 
tional  Opportunities  program.  She  had  previously  been  an 
aide  in  our  Special  Needs  Department. 

Mrs.  Cynthia  Berube  was  oppointed  librarian  upon  the 
retirement  of  Mrs.  Jeanne  Archard.  Mrs.  Berube  had  pre¬ 
viously  been  the  assistant  librarian. 

Mrs.  Jeanne  Laffoley  returned  from  her  leave  of  absence 
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to  return  to  her  position  in  our  Guidance  Department.  Mr. 
Roger  Duarte,  who  had  been  her  replacement,  returned  to  his 
teaching  assignment  in  Social  Studies. 

Mrs.  Christine  Weydemeyer,  a  member  of  the  Language 
Department,  was  granted  a  year’s  leave  of  absence. 

Miss  Michelle  Gaudreau-was  hired  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the 
Mathematics  Department. 

With  sadness  I  report  that  Mr.  Alvan  Constantine,  our 
head  custodian  for  many  years,  died  during  the  past  school 
year. 

Miss  Karen  French  and  Miss  Robin  Turner  were  employed 
as  aides  in  our  Special  Needs  Program.  Also,  Mrs.  Lynn  Njoes 
was  hired  as  a  secretary  in  this  program  to  fill  a  vacancy 
created  with  the  leaving  of  Mrs.  Yvonne  Boler. 

The  Project  GATHER  aides  were  transferred  to  the  high 
school  library.  They  were  Mrs.  Maureen  Courcy  and  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Ferreira. 


Curriculum 

As  a  direct  result  of  the  NEASC  evaluation,  all  curricu- 
ulm  guides  have  been  revised  and  updated.  Curriculum  and 
extracurricular  offerings  continued  to  be  curtailed  under  the 
budget  constraints  imposed  by  Proposition  21/2-  Some  ex¬ 
amples  of  this  for  school  year  1982-83  are:  two  additional 
teaching  positions  eliminated;  3:30  late  buses  on  Friday 
eliminated  (we  already  did  away  with  5 :30  buses  every  day)  ; 
gymnastics  and  winter  track  no  longer  offered ;  transportation 
fee  initiated  for  all  extracurricular  activities  requiring  a  bus. 

In  order  to  enhance  the  grammatical  skills  of  our  students 
interested  in  pursuing  careers  as  secretaries,  a  course  in  Busi¬ 
ness  English  was  added  to  our  Program  of  Studies.  Also 
added  to  the  English  offerings  was  a  course  entitled  “Writing 
Power”.  This  course  provides  students  with  the  opportunity 
to  use  and  develop  skills  learned  in  a  required  composition 
course. 
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In  line  with  the  fact  that  90  %  of  all  typewriters  sold  are 
electric,  the  Typing  I  program  was  upgraded  to  reflect  this 
fact.  All  students  now  enrolled  in  typing  courses  do  so  exclu¬ 
sively  on  electric  typewriters.  With  the  proliferation  of  the 
personal  computer  in  the  home,  keyboarding  and  computer 
literacy  skills  take  on  increasing  importance  as  educational 
necessities  for  all  students.  In  conjunction  with  the  above, 
grant  money  was  used  to  purchase  three  Apple  II  Plus  micro¬ 
computers  for  use  by  mathematics  students  in  our  computer 
programming  courses  and  business  students  in  our  Data  Entry 
Program. 

Conclusion 

I  continue  to  be  proud  of  the  educational  program  at 
Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School.  The  verbal  com¬ 
ments  made  by  the  visiting  committee  representing  the  New 
England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges  reinforces  this 
pride.  In  all  of  the  conversations  with  the  visiting  committee 
members,  they  were  lavish  in  their  praise  of  this  school.  We, 
of  course,  have  always  been  proud  of  Dighton-Rehoboth  and 
assumed  that  the  students  attending  D-R  were  receiving  a 
superior  education.  It  was  pleasant,  however,  to  have  an  out¬ 
side  group  recognize  this. 

As  in  the  past,  the  credit  for  the  success  at  the  high  school 
rests  with  the  very  excellent  staff.  Their  efforts  and  accom¬ 
plishments  are  greatly  appreciated.  Our  job,  however,  is  made 
much  easier  because  of  the  superior  student  body  and  the 
excellent  cooperation  of  the  parents.  They  are  willing  partners 
of  the  school,  and  we  appreciate  their  support.  Their  high 
expectations  serve  as  a  constant  challenge  to  which  we  can 
aspire. 

I  am  happy  to  have  completed  another  year  as  the  princi¬ 
pal  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional.  Your  support  and  guidance 
have  made  my  job  easier  and  enjoyable.

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Conclusion 

High  morale  and  the  level  of  performance  of  the  staff  are 
the  highlights  of  the  1982  calendar  year.  Everyone  in  the  sys¬ 
tem  has  responded  in  a  positive  v^ay  thereby  enriching  the 
programs  we  offer  to  the  children  we  serve.  A  high  level  of 
performance  was  maintained.  However,  that  high  level  of 
performance  cannot  duplicate  the  programs  and  services  we 
provided  prior  to  imposed  budget  limitations. 

The  realities  of  those  legislative  budget  limitations  and 
insufficient  local  support  for  public  school  education  have  the 
potential  for  creating  a  national  crisis. 

The  American  public  is  apparently  loosing  its  interest  in 
high  quality  education.  We  need  to  be  reminded  that  a  sound 
system  of  public  education  is  basic  to  our  free  and  democratic 
society.  Thomas  Jefferson  said  it  best:  ‘'Any  nation  that 
expects  to  be  both  ignorant  and  free  .  .  .  expects  what  never 
was  and  never  will  be”.  In  a  society  that  is  currently  in  the 
Information  Age,  the  need  for  high  quality  education  is  more 
important  now  than  it  was  in  Thomas  Jefferson’s  era.  America 
has  a  long  history  of  high  expectations  from  our  schools  and 
a  strong  desire  to  see  public  school  education  improve.  We 
must  return  to  the  attitude  which  is  reflected  in  the  state¬ 
ment,  education  is  not  an  expense ;  education  is  an  investment. 
When  we  ask  about  investments  we  should  not  ask,  are  we 
spending  too  much?  We  should  instead  be  asking,  are  we 
spending  enough?  We  have  in  our  elementary  and  secondary 
schools  today  the  generation  of  people  who  will  lead  our 
community,  state  and  nation  for  good  or  ill  between  the  years 
1994  and  2047.  We  have  a  choice,  invest  in  the  education  and 
training  of  this  generation  of  people  or  enter  an  era  of  educa¬ 
tional  neglect.  In  my  opinion,  we  cannot  afford  the  cost  of 
neglect;  the  price  is  too  high. 

With  all  of  those  concerns,  I  continue  to  be  proud  of  our 
accomplishments  and  of  my  association  with  the  Union  #37/ 
D-R  School  Systems.  My  efforts  as  your  superintendent  are 
enhanced  by  the  cooperation  of  the  school  committee,  the  work 
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of  the  administrative  team  and  the  level  of  performance  and 
dedication  of  the  central  office  personnel.  My  sincere  thanks 
to  them  for  their  assistance  and  to  the  students,  parents,  and 
citizens  who  help  make  my  job  enjoyable.
